Mails and dispatches from Salt Lake came 
through. We have the Deseret News of the 23d of 
December. It would appear from the accounts 
which he gives of the state of affairs in Utah, that 
the Mormons are absolutely redacc'l to a -t;ite of 
destitutii^n, and that a par'y >I i -r 1-.- C^-l 

Amasa Lyman, was encamped t n \ Moha\ e cross- 
ing, and intended to remain there until they could 
obtain supplies of provisions, clothing, and dry 
goods. So greet is the destitution and want, and to 
puch straits are th>j Stint-; reduced in Silt I.,ake City 
for the common necessaries of life, that orders have 
been issued to prevent any farther emigration from 
San Bernardino. Tbe party that set out with Col. 
Lyman had a train of twenty wagons, and the en- 
campment at the Mohave numbered about nne hun- 
dred wagons. Col Lvman, as we have said, intends 
to rfin iin at the crossing, and will >ti.'1 to San Ber- 
narriino fjr whatever supplies he may require. 
The^e supplies are to be obtained through some of

of the brethren in Salt Lake City are so pressing 
that the provisions are forwarded to them from the 
encampment as soon as they are obtained, and all 
that can be purchased from the Gentiles will also he 
bent to tbe destitute Saints. Despite the want and 
suffering which prevails among tbem they bear up 
against It. it is said, with the heroism of martyrs. 

The camp on the Mohave, however, cannot be so 
devoid of tne comforts of life, after aP, as it might 
be supposed to be. It has been state il by several 
that bince the camp was established there ha.s been 
no less than fifty marriages, the yoimg men of the 
part^ agreeing to take charge of all the voung ladies, 
to which the latter freely consented, thus securiutf 
protection through the long j.rLimey. Not "P.Iv have 
marriages been celebrated wholesale, in orthcdox 
Mormon style, but the married ladies have contril>- 
uted to the hiliaritv and pleasure of camp life by 
adding to the pupulation — there having been no less 
than twenty-five births. 

Genera) Clarke has sent two companies of artille- 
ry to San Bernardino, to remain there as protection 
against any possible inroads by the Jlormons, until 
instructions are received from Waiihington. 

Tbe names of tw»«f tlie five nnfortoaate gentle- 
men, an account of whose cold-blooded muraer in 
tbe Mormon settlement has already l)e«n published, 
from the I'lacerville Argus, were Aikeu. They were 
brothers, and at the time of their leavinst tbe lower 
part of the Sute they had from «:4,)HjO to #6,0<X) in 
gold. This accounts for their representations in 
Carson Valley. They were afterwards lieard of as 
being in prison in Salt Lake Citv, n^ore they had 
been roblted of all their funds.

XXXVTH CONGRESS— FIRST SESSION, 
irodaosiqp's Proceedinys Oticluded. 

Washinuton, March 3. 

Senate. — The hour of 1 havintr arrived, the special 
order cf the day, the Kansas biU, was taken up. 

Mr. Seward delivered a lengthy speech on the 
subject, discu-ssing the fi^'Uowing projiojitivus: Ist — 
That, whereas, in tbe bcginniog the slave power was 
absolute, it is now b*ing reversed. 2d — ^That, where- 
as, heretofore the national govonunent had favored 
ttM change ot' tbe twUac« (rum t!ie alave to the frse 
iitauM, u iuu uo*r ivversed this pulicy and oppoMS 
the change. 3d — That national interventioa m the 
Territories in favor of slave labor aad slave States 
is opp.'se'i to the national, social, aad aoial devel- 
opments of this republic. 

Ia arguing these propoaitioas, Mr. Sowaidsaid 
that Nebraska was resigned to free labor wlthoat a 
struggle, and Kan-^as became the theater sf the first 
actual national contest betweea slave auil free labur. 
F^migrants met face to face to organize through the 
machiuery of republican action a civil community, 
lu this first hour of trial the new system of popular 
sovereignty signally fails, l>eciu*e it is imix).sible 
to organize by one single act in one day a communi- 
ty pertectlv free, perfectly sovereign, and perfectly 
couitituted out of elt-meiits uuassiiuilated, unar- 
ranged, aisd uiicomposed. F.'ee lalxir had rightfully 
won the day. Slave labor wrested the victory to 
itself by traud and \-iolence. 

Ia speaking of the opii:ion pronounced by the Su- 
preme Court ot the Umted States in the Dred Scott 
case, he s.iid, in this ill-omened act it forgot its own 
dignity which had always been maintained with ju- 
dicial jeal.>usy. Tbey foi^^ that the province oi a 
court Is siuiple jus uicert a&d uut at ull jti3 dirt.

A New "Tobacco Questhw."— Tha iaspertant 

question of the possibility of poiaaidi^ by cigars 

impregnated with arsenic has been raised by the re- 
cent death, in France, of a priest named li«>ttary, 
supposed to have been poisoned by another jtriest. 
An investigation has been undertaken to ascertain 
whether it be possible or probable that anenicated 
cigars can cause death, by the inspiratioa of their 
saioka, Unpregaated wiui volatiliaed arsenic, or by 
its admissfon m the saliva witbont aneh change; and 
verj- important are the conclusions arrived at. 
"There are four ways," remark the investicators, 
"in \ibich the introduction of arsenic into the ani- 
mal ecoaomy nuy be eflfected throogh tiw medinm 
of cigars; by imingnation with a powerfiil solntion 
of the poison; by its introduction into the candesctnt 
end, or as an impalpable j ower into the buckle end, 
so that it may reach and mix with the saliva during 
smoking, or, tiually, in larger quantity, hiddea m 
the central part of the cigar. 

"Poisoning is hardly possible in the first or seeood 
cases. In the third iaitaaeo it it iaooneoiTable. It 
might occur l>y a comUaatioa of two or three of 
these metloli. The question of the forma!ii>a of 
ar.'fcni.irctte.i hj^'rogta is Dot settled." In readirg 
thi£ report, we aeeiu to be trauepotted to the d.iys oi 
the BoTgias, whoa tiw poiemied taper, fiilsely bear- 
ing the motto "alHs inrarviendo consnmor." de- 
stroyed other existences in sacrificing its own; and 
when the flowers of the ball-ro<jm were scented with 
alien and lethal perfumes. It is well to be assured 
that these fabled horrors are also impossibilicicj. 
The mere suggestion of this mo-t "deleterious so 
phistication" of tobacco must carry alarm and dis- 
comfort to the soul of any rich uncfe in the habit of 
smoking his favorite nephew's cigars; while f»r our 
modem blowers of anti-blasts to tobacco it furnishes 
a patent and effective insinuation. This report, 
however, practically negatives the possibility of 
such a crime being anoceeefolly perpetrated; since 
it is only in those cases where the impalpable pow- 
der is made to mix with the saliva, in other words, 
where detection is ainios: inevitable, that this detes- 
table expedient could be eilecuvely employed.

AriVANTA'iKous TO Kn<)\v — Many a death has re- 
sulted from au acci'lent. -whenalttle skill in the 
treatment of a wound might have prevented a sacri- 
fice of life. I'j the excitemeot attendant upon the 
injury of a fellow bt^g, we are too apt to luae the 
presence of mind necessary to a proper conMderat ion 
of means by which relief can he renedred; and the 
necessity of making ourselves peifectly familiar 
with the manner in which wounds and injuries 
should be treated in cases of emergency, for the 
knowledge of the poper means to be adopted for the 
stt^page of bleeding from a wound, may ha af ser- 
vice to us when we least ex] ect it. 

First, if the blood flows out in a liiiaiii, notice 
parLicularly wbether th<« stream is an aviB, ateady, 
or a Jerking or a pulsating stream; if it is even and 
■taadT, the probability is it is from a vein, particu- 
larly n the color of the blood is a dirk red. Bleed- 
ing from an artery is peculiar, the Idood being of a 
light scarlet colo.-: the streaiii comes in that jerking 
manner which is seen when a tire engine is placing 
upon a high building. To stop the flow of blc jd in 
a vein, first close tha wound with the hand firmly, 
then fold up any cloth, tow, flax, or leather, make 
it into a haid pad an inch thick, at least large 
enough' to cover the entire wound, bind over this 
firmly any bandage, handkerchief, or strap, or even 
the Lark of atr-ji; raise the wounded part higher 
than the bod^ of the patient; ksep him quiet; if he 
has bled a large quaatity. give him (if at hand) a 
little spirits and water ana send for t^e doctor. If 
the bleeding is from an artery, take your handker- 
cliief, tie it aronnd the limb lietwie i ihe wound and 
the heart, put a strong stick under the handker- 
chief, give it two or three twists, and you will stop 
the blood, if you have made it tight enongli. In all 
other respects the same treatment as above. 

In all small wounds, merely elevating the part 
higher than the body and retaining it so for a short 
time will arrest the bleeding. 

For bleeding at the nose, apply ice to any part of 
the body, moving tha ice around; it is best to apply 
it to the arm-^ta, aue of the neck, &c. Keep the 
patient quiet; do not let " 
ing will return.
